FAIL  TO  MAKE 
ANY  PROGRESS 


Reports  From  All  Parts  of 
Eastern  Line  Show  That 
Enemy  Is  Held  in  Check  by 
Russians. 


OBSTINATE  FIGHTING 

IN  WOLKOWYSK  REGION 


Cavalry  Operations  Near  Kovel- 
Sarny  Railroad  Prove  Suc- 
cessful— Nearly  Two  Hun- 
dred Prisoners  Taken. 


PETROGRAD.  Sept  7— The  War 
Ofllee  made  the  following  official  an- 
nouncement today: 

"la  the  Riga  district  the  situation  la 
unchanged.  Mouth  of  Frledrlchstu.lt  the 
enemy  has  delivered,  since  the  night  of 
the  fifth,  energetic  attacks  on  ths  River 
Xsiutxo,  which  were  repulsed. 

"Between  the  Sventa  and  the  vniv.i 
and  on  the  Vlllya  and  the  Nlemen,  the 
situation  la  unchanged.  German  attacks 
during  the  sixth  against  the  district 
of  Orany  and  the  lower  course  of  the 
Mlraesenka  were  repulsed.  In  the  di- 
rection of  D'vlnsk  and  Swienolany  there 
Is  nothing  of  importance  ta  report  - 

"On  the  middle  Niemen  the  enemy 
continued  on  the  Ith  and  6th  to  de- 
velop his  operations  from  Grodno,  east 
and  southeast.  Further  south  our  rear- 
guards, on  the  morning  of  the  sixth, 
had  to  sustain  very  obstinate  fighting  in 
the  region  of  Wolkowysk  and  still  fur- 
ther southward  on  the  whole  front  as 
far  as  Pruaana. 

"Between  Passelda  and  Aelda,  In  the 
fighting  on  the  line  of  Ghomak-Dro- 
hlcxyn.  we  continue  to  hold  the  enemy's 
offensive. 

"In  the  region  of  the  Kovel-Sarny 
railroad  our  cavalry  operated  success- 
fully against  the  enemy,  carrying  out  a 
aeries  of  desperate  charges,  which  were 
especially  successful  near  the  village 
of  Voloch  in  the  region  of  Kovel,  end 
near  the  Kolkl  district  on  the  River 
Styr,  where  they  captured  three  officers 
and   lis  men. 

On  the  right  hank  of  the  Upper 
tjtyr  sines  the  morning  of  ths  fth 
.stubborn  combats  have  been  fought  In 
the  region  of  Radsilowow,  between  the 
Rivers  Slenuwka  and  Ikwu.  Under 
pressure  of  the  enemy's  forces  which 
were  considers  hi  y^  superior  numerical- 
ly our  troops  received  an  order  to 
occupy  a  stronger  position  on  the  Rivers 
Gorynla.  (Hotel  and  Ikw%.^ 

"On  the  Sereth,  the  enemy,  who  gen- 
erally Is  remaining  passive,  undertook 
on  the  8th  repaated  attacks  to  open 
an  offensive  in  the  region  of  Terno- 
pol.    These  proved  futile." 


MADE  AIR  RAID 

ON  EASTERN  COAST 

LONDON,  Sept  «.— A  German 
air  raid  on  the  oast  coast  of  Eng- 
land occurred  last  night  The  offi- 
cial statement  regarding  the  raid 
says: 

"Enemy  aircraft  visited  the 
eastern  counties  last  night  and 
dropped  bombs.  It  is  known  thai 
there  have  been  some  fires  and 
some  casualties,  but  particular, 
are  not  yet  available.  The  num- 
ber of  the  casualties  will  be  com- 
municated to  the  press  as  soon  as 
they  can  be  obtained."

LONDON,  Sept  7.— Karl  Orey.  former 
Oovernor-Oeneral  of  Canada,  wired  the 
London  bureau  of  the  International 
Newa  Service  today  ae  follows: 

"The  British  Empire  is  fighting  the 
battle  of  humanity,  and  if  true  to  itsslf 
will  continue  fighting  until  the  great  of- 
fender Is  punished  sufficiently  for  the 
wanton  violation  of  international  agree- 
ments, on  the  enforcement  of  which  the 
highest  hopes  of  all  neutral  nations  and 
civilization  depend. 

"In  view  of  the  German  pretensions, 
the  present  peace  talk  Is  all  futile.

Although  Submarine  Was  Not 
Seen  American  Consul  at 
Queenstown  Says  No  Doubt 
Remains  as  to  Facts, 


THREE  THOUSAND  SHIPS 
IN  JELLICOE'S  COMMAND 


Mighty  Arsenals,  Drydocks  and 
Repair  Shops  Have  Been 
Built  Since  War  Began — 
Six  Thousand  Workmen. 
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VIENNA,  Sept  7.— A  defeat  of  the 
Ituaslana  over  a  front  of  nearly  15 
miles  in  tha  vicinity  of  Brody,  Eaatern 
Gallcla,  Is  reported  officially  by  the 
Vienna  War  Office  tonight  The  Rus- 
oiana  everywhere  evacuated  the  posi- 
tions hgM,  according  to  tha  report  and 
arc  being  pursued  by  the  Austro-Hun- 
garlans. 

Tha  statement  stys: 

"The  army  of  General  Bothem-Krmolli 
defeated  the  enemy  near  Podkamlen 
(Gatlcia)  and  Radslwllow  (Russia)  yee- 
terdsy.  The  enemy  was  attacked  on  a 
strongly  fortified  front  of  about  15 
miles.  We  captured  the  castle  of  Pod- 
kamlen and  many  other  points  of  sup- 
port which  were  vigorously  defended. 

"The  battle  at  soms  points  continued 
until  this  morning.  Bsaten  everywhere 
tha  enemy  evacuated  his  terrain.  Our 
troops  are  pursuing  him.  The  number 
Of  prisoners  taken  up  to  last  night  ex- 
ceeded three  thousand. 

"On  ths  Besaarabian  frontier  tha 
ttusslans  withdrew  from   their  positions. 

"The  attacks  on  ths  fronts  of  ths 
armies  of  General  Pflanser  and  General 
Baltln  have  ceased.  The  army  of  Gen- 
eral Bothem  haa  repulsed  most  vigor- 
ously hostile  attacks. 

"Near  Nowoaollsa  a  Russian  battery 
baa  bombarded  a  farm  on  Roumanian 
territory. 

"On  the  Jaslolda  front  our  troops 
have  had  loaaf  successes. 

"In  Volhlnla  the  day  haa  bean  rather 
quiet" 


VERDICTS  AT  INQUEST 


LONDON.  Sept.  7.—A  verdict  of 
«teath  by  misadventure  wag  returned  at 
tha  inquest  over  Private  Duncan  Mac- 
Lean,  of  the  Ith  Battalion,  who  Was 
Killed  when  run  over  by  a  motor  lorry 
on  Saturday  at  ShorucllaTe.  Private 
flonan,  who  was  injured  at  tha  same 
time,  Is  progressing  toward  recovery. 

"Death  from  natural  causes**  wan  tha 
verdict  returned  In  the  esse  of  Private 
Handclt,  who  was  found  dead  in  bed. 
Evidence  showed  be  recently  suffered 
from  heart  trouble.

LIVERPOOL.  Sept.  8.— "No  sub- 
marine was  seen  by  snyons  before  the 
ship  was  struck  nor  was  any  warning 
given,"  ssld  an  official  statement  Issued 
by  the  Allan  Line  regarding  the  steamer 
Hesperian.  This  statement  seemingly 
sets  at  rest  the  story  that  a  warning 
was  shoutsd  by  a  lookout  Just  before  the 
vessel  was  struck. 

The  Impact  of  the  torpedo  was  so' 
great,  the  statement  adds,  that  the  ves- 
sel stopped  as  dead  as  If  the  engines 
.were   reversed. 

♦  WASHINGTON.  Sept.  7.— American 
Consul  Frost,  at  Queenstown.  cabled  to- 
day that  the  Hesperian  was  torpedoed. 

Consul   Frost's  cablegram   said* 

"From  the  steel  fragments  saveu 
from  the  vessel  It  has  been  Indubitably 
established  that  tha  Hesperian  was  tor- 
pedoed." 

Accompanying  Consul  Frost's  report 
were  the  affidavits  of  the  Hesperlan'a 
officers,  stating  that'  the  vessel  wae 
steaming  through  a  calm  sea  without 
convoy  and  was  struck,  with  no  warn- 
ing, sight  feet  below  the  surface  on  the 
starboard  bow. 

The  six-inch  gun,  admittedly  carried 
by  the  Hesperian,  was  mounted  on  the 
stern,  painted  an  Inconspicuous  gray  and 
unnotlosable  at  any  considerable  dis- 
tance. 

The  affidavits  stated  that  it  was  im- 
possible to  discern  ths  wake  of  the  .tor- 
pedo, but  that  the  odor  of  the  explosive 
was  strong. 

LONDON,  Sept.  I. — The  American 
consul  at  Queenstown,  according  to  The 
Dally  Mall,  has  received  Information 
that  a  man  named  Wolff,  aged  21,  and 
born  In  New  Jersey,  was  lost  In  the 
sinking  of  the  Hesperian. 

ST.  JOHNS.  Nfld..  Sept  7.— -Miss  Ellen 
Carberry,  ,aged  70,  who  lost  her  lire 
through  the  torpedoing  of  the  Hesperian, 
waa  a  wealthy  owner  of  a  ladles'  em- 
porium in  this  city.  She  was  returning 
from  her  semi-annual  trip  to  London, 
where  she  went  to  study  Pall  fashions. 
She  had  a  local  reputation  as  a  writer 
and  poetess.  The  body  will  be  brought 
here  for  interment 

QUEENSTOWN,  Sept.  «.—  Cspt.  Main. 
of  ths  Hesperian,  left  Queenstown  last 
night  for  his  home  in  Glasgow. 

Nsws  of  the  safety  of  a  ten-year-old 
boy  baa  geen  received  here  by  wireless 
from  an  unknown  steamer.  The  boy  is 
believed  to  be  the  missing  son  of  Mrs. 
Gorog.  who,  with  four  daughters,  was 
saved  from  the  Hesperian. 

MONTREAL.  Sept,  7— Andrew  A. 
Allan,  of  the  Allan  line,  received  a 
cable  from  his  Liverpool  agent,  stat- 
ing that  17  persons,  It  passenger*  and 
four  of  the  crew,  lost  their  Uv.g  wh%» 
the  Hesperian  was  torpedoed  on  Satur- 
day night  off  Fast  net. 

The  message  stated  the  captain  and 
officers  of  the  Hesperian  had  reached 
Queenstown  safsly,  the  message  added 
that  the  lifeboats  were  swung  out  and 
lowered  to  the  level  of  the  promenade 
deck  ready  for  launching,  while  all 
coiiapsiblos  were  eet  with  the  gripa 
oft 


PARIS,  Sept.  %. — One  day  a  German 
submarine  was  sunk  in  British  waters. 
The  undersea  boat's  commander  hi  1 
sworn  to  sacrifice  his  life  in  finding 
the  British  licet.  But  when  he  stood 
a  prisoner  on  the  deck  of  a  British 
ship  and  his  eye  searched  the  sea  for 
the  Armada  not  a  single  vessel  appeared 
on    the   horizon. 

"But  where  Is  the  fleet,"  he  asked, 
amazed.  Needless  to  say,  I  don't  In- 
tend to  say  where  the  fleet  la.  It  is 
safe  to  declare  that  Great  Britain's 
Irresistible  navsl  power  will  remain 
Inaccessible  to  the  enemy  until  the  day 
it  is  pleased  to  risk  a  Anal  victorious 
attack.   If   It   la   ever  pleased. 

As  to  the  German  submarines,  it  Is 
known  that — daily  statements  to  the 
contrary  by  the  German  Admiralty  and 
newspapers  notwithstanding — the  Brit- 
ish have  slready  sunk  a  lot  of  them. 
They  have  sunk  such  a  considerable 
number  that  their  own  desire  seems 
to  be  for  the  submarine  warfare  to  be 
continued. 

They  have  good  reason  to  attribute 
Germany's  conciliating  attitude  towards 
the  United  .States  to  a  desire  to  find  a 
gracious  pretext  for  abandoning  It. 
Submarine  duty  has  become  a  night- 
mare In  the  German  navy.  Despite  their 
habits  of  passive  nature,  the  crews  of 
late  refuse  to  go  aboard,  and  the  Gov- 
ernment is  forced  to  appeal  for  volun- 
teers. 

Regarding  the  strength  of  the  Brit- 
ish fleet,  it  is  enough  to  say  that  it 
Is  formidable;  its  position  is  Impreg- 
nable— the  number  and  power  of  Us 
units  are  invincible. 

Three  Thousand  Ships 

Vice-Admiral  Sir  John  Jelllcoe  has 
under  his  orders  a  fleet  of  3,000  ships 
of  all  kinds,  dreadnoughts,  cruisers, 
torpedoboat  destroyers,  submarines  and 
auxiliary  boats.  The  number  includes 
at  least  300  warships. 

This  tremendous  fleet  slways  has 
steam  up  and  is  always  ready.  Its 
activity  is  perpetual. 

Correspondents  were  permitted  to  see 
the  gigantic  efforts  the  British  navy  is 
making  to  enlarge  ita  first  arsenal  and 
make  It  the  first  in  the  world.  Its  dry- 
docks,  Immense  basin  and  workshops  for 
arming  and  repairing  the  ships  have 
risen  up  magically  in  the  forts.  Admiral 
Lowery,  who  controls  these  works, 
showed  them  round  this  gigantic  base, 
where  six  thousand  men  were  constantly 
working.  Forty  locomotives  run  inces- 
santly on  new-made  railroads  and  four 
k  thousand  tons  of  mud  are  dally  flung 
from  the  valley's  beds.  Here,  too,  Im- 
pregnable in  their  shelter,  are  hundreds 
of  warships,  several  hundred  yachts  and 
armed  trawlers,  great  mine-sweepers  and 
thousands  of  other  auxiliaries. 

The  boss  of  these  six  thousand  work- 
men  said   to   us: 

"They  work  well  now,  but  to  get  the 
maximum  output  from  them  we  had  to 
send  some  of  them  to  visit  the  front,  to 
sea  what  this  war  Is.  They  did  not  un- 
derstand,  they  lacked   Imagination." 

"Yes,"  added  a  British  naval  officer, 
"our  people  lack  imagination;  the 
French  possess  too  much.  But  we  are 
tenacious  and  pugnacious,  and  we  shall 
never  give  up."

PETHUGRAD.  Sept  7.— "Russia  is 
determined  to  light  five,  even  ten  years. 
If  necessary,''  declared  M.  Rodxtanko, 
prealdent  of  the  Duma,  In  an  Interview 
yesterday.  "If  it  should  happen  that 
wo  are  forced  to  give  up  Petrograd 
and  Moscow  we  will  retire  to  the  de- 
fences of  the  Ural  Mountains  and  con- 
tinue the  war. 

"Russia  has  IX.000,000  soldiers  who 
will  fight  to  the  last  drop  of  blood. 
They  will  not  think  of  peace  while  a 
single  enemy  soldier  remains  on  Rus- 
sian soil." 

l'etrogrsd  newspapers  sre  becoming 
more  optimistic  over  the  military  sit- 
uation since  the  failure  of  repeated 
German  assaults  on  ths  Russian  posi- 
tions before  Vllna  and  (Jong  the  Dvtna 
River. 

Home  of  the  military  critics  take  the 
view  that  the  German  attacks  are  only 
weakening  because  the  enemy's  troops 
are  being  re-dlstrlbuted.  b«if  others  be- 
lieve that  the  German  offensive  Is  about 
to  end. 


LONDON,  Sept  ».— A  dispatch  to 
Reuters  Telegram  Co.  from  Berlin, 
coming  by  way  of  Amsterdam,  saya:  "It 
Is  officially  announced  that  the  military 
law  will  be  modlfted  to  enable  the  re- 
examination of  those  persoss  previously 
exempted  from  military  service  owing 
to  physical  unfitness,  with  a  view  to 
their  possible  Ataoss  for  duty  nf  the 
pretest  time."

PARIS.  Sept  7.  —  News  that  Caar 
Nicholas  had  taken  over  command  of 
the  Russian  armies  waa  received  hare 
by  President  Polneare  in  a  dispatch  di- 
rect from  the  Caar.

"In  placing  myself  at  the  head  of  my 
valiant  army.  I  take  particular  pleasure 
in  addressing  you.  M.  President  with 
most  sincere  wishes  for  ths  grandeur  of 
Francs  and  victory  for  her  glorious 
srmiss." 

President  Polneare  replied  to  Emperor 
Nicholas  as  follows: 

"I  know  that  In  taking  command  your 
Majesty  Intends  to  pursue  the  enemy  en- 
ergetically and  until  final  victory  In  a 
war  which  has  been  forced  upon  the 
Allied  nations." 


EMBARGO  LIFTED 

Bnuuh  Oeventsseat  will  Allow  Impor- 
tation  of    tlve    Cattle   Into   Eng- 
land After  Five  Tsars 


LONDON,  Sept  7.  —  Live  cattle  In- 
tended for  slaughter  at  the  port  of  land- 
ing will  be  admitted  to  England,  begin- 
ning September  21.  thus  abrogating  the 
prohibitory  order  Issued  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  more  than  five  years  ago. 

A  reduction  In  the  cost  of  beef  esti- 
mated In  some  quarters  at  25  per  cent 
Is  expected  in  consequence  of  the  new 
departure.  Importers  of  froxen  meat  will 
have  formidable  competition,  although 
full  development  of  the  trade  in  live 
cattle  may  be  delayed  by  the  present 
high  freight  rates  and  the  shortage  of 
suitable  shipping  facilities.

His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Con- 
naught,  Oovernor-Oeneral  of  Canada,  on 
his  forthcoming  visit  to  Victoria  t.> 
make  an  inspection  of  the  military  and 
naval  forces,  will,  according  to  an  in- 
timation received  yesterday  by  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Barnard,  be  accom- 
panied by  but  a  small  staff,  consisting 
of  Col.  Stanton,  military  secretary; 
Major  A.  Duff,  aide  de  camp,  and  an- 
other officer,  whose  name  is  not  yet 
known   here. 

Arriving  by  special  steamer  from 
Vancouver  at  6:<»  p.m..  on  Thursday, 
September  It.  Ills  Royal  Highness,  ac- 
companied by  a  guard  of  honor,  the 
selection  of  which  is  in  the  hands  of 
Col.  Ogllvls,  D.O.C.,  will  proceed  to  the 
Urn press  Hotsl.  where  the  night  will 
be  spent. 

The  following  day,  Friday,  will  he 
devoted  by  His  Royal  Highness  to  the 
matter  which  led  to  the  vice-regal  tour 
of  Western  Canada  at  thla  time — an  in- 
spection of  the  forces  now  bearing  arms 
in  this  centre.  His  Royal  Highness  has 
accepted  an  Invitation  to  dine  inform- 
ally with  His  Honor  at  Government 
Houss  on  Fridsy  evening.  The  guests 
will  be  limited  to  His  Royal  Highness 
and  staff. 

Ths  time  fixed  for  the  arrival  of  the 
vice-regal  party  at  Victoria  will  give 
the  citizens  an  opportunity  to  turn  out 
in  large  numbers  snd  accord  a  fit  tine.

BRITAIN  SENDS  GOLD

BANGOR,  Maine,  Sept.  7.— The  third 
consignment  of  gold  and  securitTeu^sent 
to  this  country  from  Britain,  whtch- 
reached  Halifax  on  the  cruiser  Argyll 
yeeterdsy,  was  brought  into  the  United 
States  during  the  night 

PORTLAND.  Maine.  8ept  7.— The 
value  of  the  gold  and  securities  which 
arrived  at  Halifax  yesterday  on  the 
British  cruiser  Argyll  and  which  passed 
through  Maine  aarly  today  on  the  way 
to  New  York  to  strengthen  British  credit 
exceeds  $10,000,000. 

The  gold  consists  of  ll.oso.000  British 
sovereigns,  equivalent  to  about  $(•,•»•> 
000.  and  $7.1(0.000  In  United  States  coin. 
The  value  of  the  bonds  la  $14,000,000. 

This  la  tJO.ooo.eoo  in  excess  of  the 
value  of  the  two  previous  consignment., 
of  gold  and  collateral  securities.

Night  Attack  on  Monte  Nero 
Is  Completely  Repulsed — 
Damage  Done  at  Town  of 


Bombardment  of  the  Enemy's 
Trenches  on  West  Front 
Continues  With  Unabajed 
Vigor. 


PARIS,  Sept.  7.— The  following-  of- 
nci*l  statement  was  Issued  by  the  War 
Office    tonight: 

"Our  artillery  in  the  region  of  Nleu- 
port  has  co-operuted  In .  the  shelling  of 
the  German  coast  batteries  at  West- 
rnde  by  the  British  fleet.  A  violent 
cannonade  has  occurred  ,  to  the  north 
and  south  of  Arras.  At  several  points 
our  batteries  have  Inflicted  grave 
damage   on    the   enemy   organisations. 

"In  the  sector  of  Roye  and  In  Cham- 
pagne, around  '1  tibercue  snd  Mooches 
the  artillery  action  hss  continued  with 
the  same  Intensity  us  on  the  preceding 
days. 

"In  the  Argonne,  between  Laioyetfe 
and  Lafontafne-Aux-Charmes,  in  the 
Woevre  to  the  north  of  Flirey  and  in 
Lorraine,  in  the  region  of  Bcaudes  and 
l.eintry,  several  artillery  actions,  in 
which  we  have  held  the  advantage,  are 
re  ported. 

"The  bombardment  of  a  section  of 
Kson  I'tStape,  has  been  followed  on 
our  part  by  an  answering  fire  on  the 
Herman  cantonments  behind  the  front 
In  the  valey  of  the  Rathouoto  (in  the 
Voages). 

During  the  night  of  September  «-T 
one  of  our  dirigibles  dropped  shells  on 
ths   railroad    near    Somine. 

"In  reply  to  the  oomburdnient  of  the 
open  towna  of  tt.  Die  and  Oerardmere 
by    German  aeroplanes,   a      French     air

ROME,  sept.  7.— The  following  offi- 
cial  statement   was  Issued   tonight: 

"In  the  Tolmlno  sector*  on  the  night 
of  September  0  the  enemy,  after  vio- 
lent artillery  and  rifle  fire,  attacked 
our  positions  on  Mrsllvs  Monte  Nero. 
Although  favored  by  fog  and  darkness, 
the  attack  was  completely  repulsed 
with  heavy  loss.  On  the  lower  Isontto 
the  enemy  bombarded  San  Pletro,  San 
Liano  and  Monfalcone.  Several  of  the 
Inhabitants  were  killed.  We  removed 
two  floating  mines  from  the  river. 

"In  the  Upper  Kamonla  Valley  our 
artillery  opened  fire  on  -the  enemy  in 
Presena  Basin.  In  the  Valley  of  the 
Ledru.  on  the  night  of  September  "•, 
on  of  the  detachments,  by  a  bold 
stroke,  destroyed  a  sawmill  and  the 
.  citric  plant  at  Lensuroo.  north  of  Bes- 
xecca." 

viKXNA,  Sept.  7.  —  The  following 
statement  waa  given  out  at  headquar- 
ters tonight:  ' 

"Italian  theatre-— The  hostile  atUck 
expected  by  us  In  the  region  of  the 
Kreuseburg  ridge  took  place  yesterday 
afternoon.  About  five  battalions  of 
various  brigades  begsn  an  attack  on 
our  mountain  positions"  between  the 
Burg  Valley  and  the  Pfsnn  Summit, 
but   were   sanguinarily   repulsed. 

"On  the  Tyrol  frontier  region  artil- 
lery fighting  took  place,  especially  on 
the  Dolomite  front  and  the  sectors  of 
Lnvaronne  and    Folgarla. 

"On  the  Oarlnthlsn  front  and  In  the 
consul  regions  nothing  of  Importance 
haa    occurred: 

"Our  Alpine  troops  are  often  targets 
for  hostile  aeroplanes.  Yesterday  the 
Mandonhiitte  in.  the  Adamello  region 
was   destroyed." 


LONDON.  Sept.  7.— The  news  that  Em- 
peror Nicholas  had  placed  himself  at  the 
head  of  his  srmy,  which  he  announced  in 
a  telegram  to  Mr.  Raymond  Polneare, 
Prealdent  of  the  French  Republic,  and 
the  visit  of  General  Joffre,  the  French 
commander-in-chief,  to  the  Italian  army, 
foreshadow,  It  is  believed  in  military 
Quarters  here,  stirring  events  on  both 
the  eastern  and  western  fronts  In  which 
the  ar*m!bs  of  all  the  Allies  will  co- 
operate. 

It  la  declared  that  the  Russians  al- 
ready are  nearly,  if  not  unite,  holding 
their  own  sgalnst  the  Austrians  and  Ger- 
mans, whoso  advance  at  most  points  has 
been  stopped,  and  in  places  are  on  the 
offensive. 

Riga  remains  the  danger  point,  but  the 
fact  that  the  Russians  contlnus  to  oc- 
cupy the  town,  after  the  Germans  have 
advanced  to  tha  Dvtna,  southeast  of 
Riga,  leads  military  writers  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  Russians  feel  reason- 
ably sure  of  their  ability  to  defend  tha 
river  and  in  time  to  push  sufficiently  far 
westward  to  relieve  the  pressure  on 
their  forces  on  the  shores  of  ths  Gulf  of 
Riga. 

Westward  of  Dvlnsk  and  Vllna  the 
Russian  offensive  has  now  hold  ths  Ger- 
mans for  more  than  a  week,  and  to  the 
military  observers  those  two  towna 
seem  fairly  safe  unless  the  invaders  are 
able  to  bring  up  strong  reinforcements. 
East  and  southeast  of  Grodno,  the  Rus- 
sians have  taken  up  new  positions 
across  the  river  St.  Chara  and  Its  nu- 
merous tributaries,  and  are  protecting 
the  network  of  railways  which  run  oast- 
ward  and  northward  to  the  Interior  of 
the  country. 

Battle  la  Prtpet  Marsbes 
■•  -To  the  southeast  again,  among  the 
forests  and  swamps  to  the  northeast- 
ern edge  of  the  Prlpct  marshes,  n  great 
battle  Is  In  progress  between  tha  army 
of  Prince  Leopold  'of  Bavaria  and  the 
troops  of  the  Russian  centre,  the  latter 
having  finally  elected  to  make  a  stand. 
Amid  the  Prtpet  marshes  ths  German 
Field  Marshal  Mackensen  It  working 
hard  for  a  decisive  result '  He  reports 
that  he  baa  taken  two  Russian  positions. 

Still  another  battle  Is  being  fought  for 
the  triangle  of  fortifications  farther 
south,  of  which  Rovno  and  Dubno  re- 
msin  In  ths  hands  of  ths  Russians. 

The  Austrians  and  Russians  are  fac- 
ing each  other  across  the  Sereth  River 
In  GeJlcla.'  where  the  fighting  is  continu- 
ous. The  stands  which  the  Russians  are 
making  suggest  that  thslr  supply  of 
munitions  Is  ample.  A  Petrograd  cor- 
respondent says  the  ammunition  short- 
age of  the  Russians  hss  been  corrected. 
and  that,  while  production  Is  slow,  it  is 
Inoessant  and  growing  In  activity  and 
msthod.  • 

For  the  thirteenth  successive  dsy  tha 
Allies  have  bombarded  German  positions 
In  the  west,  only  varying  their  artillery 
activity  by  occasional  air  raids,  sapping 
and  mining  operations  and  bomb-throw- 
ing. In  this  fighting  ths.  Germans  are 
also  taking  part,  and  success  rests  first 
with  one  side  and  then  the  other. 

Similar  activity  is  noticed  on  the  part 
of  the  Austro-llungarian  army  along  ths 
northern  frontier  of  Serbia,  whore  the 
Teutons  are  strengthening  their  posi- 
tions on  the  Rivera  Danube  and  Save, 
presumably  preparatory  to  new  offensive 
movements.

UtKlfOK,  Sept.  7.— Moat  of  tho 
Papers  of  London  comment  on  tha  at- 
tack on  tha  Heapertan,  among  thorn  tho 
following: 

Ttmaa — Whether  any  Americana  were 
on  hoard  we  do  not  know.  Neither  did 
the  submarine  commander.  He  did  hla 
beat  to  Involve  all  the  passengers  and 
all  the  crew,  Americana  or  ■  not,  In  a 
common  catastrophe.  Thla  emphasizes 
the  difficulty  of  auppoelng  that  the 
pledge  of  Von  Bernatorff  marked 
events  bringing  the  end  of  the  German 
submarine  campaign. 

Dally  News—  That  President  Wilson 
la  solicitous  merely  for  tha  safety  or 
hla  feilow-cltiscna  la  not  conceivable.

8EATTLM.  Wash..  Sept.  7.— Tha  first 
drenching  rain  or  Autumn  fall  upon 
Westara  Washington  today,  ending  tha 
forest  fire  season.  Tbe  Summer  was 
notable  for  its  dryness,  especially  to  the 
northwestern  part  of  tha  state,  and  yet. 
according  to  Chief  Eire  Warden  Joy,  of 
the  Washington  Eorest  Eire  Association. 
the  year  wlU  rank  with  1*11  far  srnill 

loss. 

Only  one  fire,  near  Maple  Kails.  What- 
com County,  did  appreciable  damage  to 
Umber.  Tha  association  will  close  Its 
office  and  discharge  all  Its  employees  In 
a  day  or  two.  There  was  some  leas  of 
farm  property  in  Whatcom  County. 
There  were  no  loaaes  of  Importance  In 
the  national  forests  of  Washington. 
There  was  not  so  many  accideatal 
fires  in  logged-off  land  as  there  was 
last  year.  Tha  area  cleared  by  fire  set 
far  tha  purpose  was  about  the  same  aa 
last  year.  During  the  remainder  of  the 
Autumn  much  clearing  Will  be  done 
without   fear   of   fire  apreading.

Actions  of  Austro-Hungarian 
Ambassador  in  Endeavoring 
to  Promote  Strikes  Are  De- 
nounced in  Press. 


LONDON.  Sept.  7.— The  Chronicle,  in 
an   editorial,   says: 

"The  Americans  are  a  long-suffering 
people,  but  their  patience  appears  to 
have  been  exhausted  by  the  latest  revel- 
ation aa  to  the  Auatro-German  machin- 
ations In  the  United  Aates.  Dumb* 
stands  convicted  on  his  own  admission 
of  having  fomented  labor  troubles  in 
American  munition  factories.  The  dis- 
closure has  produced  ah'  explosion  of 
righteous  anger  in  the  American  press, 
and  their  demands  that  the  ambassador 
shall  be  handed  his  passports  are  noth- 
ing less  than  would  seam  to  meet  tho 
equities  of  the  case.  Eor  a  much  less 
flagrant  offence,  in  fact  for  a  trivial 
error  In  judgment,  a  British  ambassa- 
dor (Lord  Sackvtlle)  was  recalled  from 
Washington  twenty-six  years  ago. 
Dumba  cannot  decently  remain. 

"The  New  York  World  has  shed  a 
flood  of  light  on  the  unscrupulous 
methods,  the  prodigal  expenditure  and 
the  wide  ramifications  of  the  pro-Ger- 
man campaign  in  America.  Never  has 
the  shelter  of  a  neutral  country  been 
so  abused  by  the  agents,  o'.lclal  and 
unofficial,   of  a  belligerent   state. 

"Super-added  to  all  this  was  the  sink- 
ing of  American  ships,  and  the  tor- 
pedoing of  the  Luaitanla  and  the  Arabic 
with  a  wanton  sacrifice  of  lives  of  Am- 
erican passengers.  The  American  press 
was  almost  Jubilant  last  'week  in  the 
belief  that  the  President  had  succeeded 
in  stopping  the  murderous  methods  of 
the  German  .submarines.  That  pleasant 
illusion  has  been  broken  by  the  crime 
against  the  ■  Hesperian.  'The  United 
States  Government  can  draw  up  a  very 
black  Indictment  on  its  own  account 
against  the  Teuton  Empires.

MONTAGUE.  Cal..  Sept.  7 —A.  T.  An- 
derson, his  wife  and  mother,  Mrs.  Mar- 
garet Anderson  and  cousin,  Aaron  Ander- 
son, of  Astoria,  Oregon,  were  almost  In- 
stantly killed  at  i  o'clock  this  afternoon 
when  their  motor  car  was  struck  by  pas- 
senger train  No,  16,  at  the  Granada 
Crossing  of  the  South  Pacific.  Railway. 
«tx  miles  from  here.  A.  Y.  Anderson 
was  deputy  collector  of  customs  at  As- 
toria and  was  just  recently  married.

MORE  FLOODS 


Fort  Scott  Suffers  Serious 
Damage  When  Marmaton 
River  Rises  Over  Thirty  Feet 
Following  Phenomenal  Rain, 


PORT  SCOTT.  Kaa..  Sept  7.— Water 
from  the  Marmaton  rivar,  which  rose 
thirty  feet  In  a  few  hours  early  today, 
flooding  wholesale  and  resident  sections 
of  Fort  Scott,  waa  receding  tonight,  and 
fears  of  tha  loaa  of  life  and  further 
property  damage  had  passed. 

Although  acorea  of  persons  were  res- 
cued from  treea  and  housetops,  and  many 
other  structures  were  swept  away  by 
the  flood,  no  one  was  killed  as  far  aa 
is  known.  The  property  damage  Is  es- 
timated at  1200,000. 

An  unnamed  telephone  operator  at 
Uniontown,  fourteen  miles  away,  and 
four  cab  drivers  employed  by  George  A. 
Konants,  an  undertaker,  share  with 
Konantx  the  hero  roles.  Uniontown  ex- 
perienced a  six-Inch  rain  last  night. 

The  undertaker  quickly  aroused  tha 
four  cab  drivers  in  his  employ.  Horses 
were  harnessed,  and  In  a  few  minutes 
were  driving  to  the  imperilled  section. 
The  Marmaton  River  divides  North  Eort 
Scott  from  tha  main  section  of  tha 
city.  Once  into  the  residence  section, 
the  cabmen  began  to  shout  "Get  out,  the 
flood  is  coming!"  as  they  drove  through 
the  streets. 

Fifteen  hundred,  It  Is  estimated, 
heeded  the  midnight  warning  from  the 
cabmen,  left  their  homes  and  sought 
safety  across  the  river  in  Fort  Scott. 
Everyone  was  warned,  and  those  who  re- 
mained behind  took  refuge  in  second 
storey  rooms.  Before  morning  the  wa- 
ters of  the  river,  mounting  from  the  six. 
Inch  rain  that  prevailed  over  the  entire 
watershed,  had  swept  into  North  Fort 
Scott  and  destoryed  many  of  the  aban- 
doned homes. 

Business  generally  was  suspended  to- 
day while  every  available  man  helped  to 
rescue  persons  who  had  remained  In 
North  Kort   Scott. 

Train  service  was  demoralized.  The 
water  reached  six  feet  In  the  Missouri, 
Kansas  City  and  Texss  "Railway  depot, 
and  it  was  necessary  to  take  many  pas- 
sengers from  trains  in  boats.

buvlnc  the  whole  wheat  crop."  waa  his 
statement.  The  Minister  congratulated 
the  farmers  of  the  country  on  the  way 
they  had  fulfilled  their  part  in  the 
war  hy  supplying  food  for  the  men  <t 
the   front.     He   said: 

"This  year  we  should  be  thankful 
that  there  will  he  plenty  of  food  and 
that  there  is  a  tremendous  stimulus  to 
the  raising  of  all  forma  of  livestock.

OTTAWA,  Sept.  7.— The  Department

Allies 

Neither  th«  Ambassador  nor  Mr. 
Lanslns  would  comment  upon  the  In- 
terview when  It  was  over.  The  Im- 
pression prevailed  In  odjkial  quarters, 
however,  that  the  secretary  would  sub- 
mit the  matter  to  President  Wilson. 
with  whom  would  rest  the  decision  as 
to  whether  the  explanation  was  satis- 
laetory. 

The  text  of  Dr.  Dumba's  letter  re- 
cently seised  by  British  authorities 
from  Its  hearer.  James  P.  J.  Archibald, 
an  American,  waa  cabled  to  the  State 
Department  early  today  by  Ambassador 
Page  at  London  and  had  been  ths  sub- 
ject of  conference  between  the  presi- 
dent nd  Secretary  Lanslns  before  the 
ambassador    reached    the   department. 

Mr.  Lansing's  only  statement  on  the 
matter  waa  a  negative  response  when 
asked  whether  any  steps  had  been 
taken  towards  the  bringing  the  situa- 
tion to  the  attention  of  the  Austro- 
Hungarian  foreign  office. 

At  the  Embassy  tonight  it  was 
stated  that  Ambassador  Dumba  ex- 
pected to  Bee  Secretary  of  Labor  Wil- 
son tomorrow  before  returning  to  hie 
Summer  quarters  at  Lennox,  Mass.  The 
Ambassador  is  known  to  be  working 
on  a  scheme  for  setting  up  an  employ- 
ment bureau  to  take  care  of  men  who 
leave  munition  factoriea  at  hia  instiga- 
tion.

My  Lord — Yesterday  evening  Consul- 
General  von  Nuber  received  the  en- 
closed aide  memoir  from  the  chief 
editor  of  the  locally-known  paper, 
Sxabadsag.  after  a  previous  conference 
with  him.  and  In  pursuance  of  his  pro- 
posals to  arrange  for  strikes  In  the 
Bethlehem,  Schwab  ateel  and  muni- 
tions war  factory  and  also  In  the  mid- 
dle west. 

Dr.  Archibald,  who  is  well  known  to 
your  lordship,  leaves  today  at  It 
o'clock  on  the  Rotterdam  for  Berlin  and 
Vienna.  1  take  this  safe  opportunity  to 
warmly  recommend  the  proposal  to 
your  lordship's  favorable  considera- 
tion. 

It  Is  my  Impression  that  we  can  dis- 
organise and  hold  up  for  months  If 
not  entirely  prevent,  the  manufacture 
of  munltiona  In  Bethlehem  and  the 
middle  west,  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  German  military  attache  is  of 
great  importance  and  amply  outweighs 
the  expenditure  of  money  Involved. 

But  even  if  strikes  do  not  corns  off, 
it  Is  probable  that  we  should  exert  un- 
der the  pressure  of  the  crisis  more 
favorable  conditions  of  labor  for  our 
poor    downtrodden    countrymen.

Recently  Mr.  John  Redmond  was  the 
lectpient  of  an  address  from  a  Nation- 
alist convention  in  Tlpperary,  and  :n 
the  course  of  hla  reply  took  occaaton 
to  assail  with  acathlng  criticism  those 
would-be  leadera  of  Irlah  thought,  who 
grow  peselmlatlc  over  the  future  of  ».ho 
land,  and  to  whom  the  outlook  seems 
d*rk  and  without  a  ray  of  promise.  He 
recounted  briefly  some  of  the  thing* 
which  had  been  secured  for  Ireland, 
using  three  words:     . 

The'  Irish  party  had  got  the  owner- 
ship of  the  land  for  the  people.  They 
had  seven  millions  of  money  spent  for 
the  erection  of  laborer*-  cottage*.  They 
had  restored  4,000  evicted  tenant*  to 
their  old  home*  or  to  other  home*  equal- 
ly good.  They  had  a  million  or  money 
expended  on  the  congested  districts  In 
the  west  of  Ireland.  In  dividing  the 
grass  ranches  and  la  creating  economic 
holding-*.  In  making  harbors  for  the 
nehermen,  and  In  stimulating  Industrie*, 
and  even  within  the  past  few  daya  the 
crowning  work  of  the  Congested  Ots- 
triota  Board  had  been  accomplished  in 
the  complete  dleappearence  of  Leed 
rlearlcerd*  aa  a  landlord  In  Ireland. 
During  those  fifteen  years  there  had 
been  Inaugurated  a  system  of  legisla- 
tion for  the  hoiialng  of  the  working 
classes  in  town*  by  the  machinery  or 
Mr.  Clancy'*  act.  under  Which  a  million 
of  money  had  been  applied  for  and 
halt  a  million  bad  been  expanded  la 
this  magnificent  and  necessary  work. 
They  had  also  wen  a  national  tiulver- 
alty,  and  hundred*  of  tkouaanda  of 
pounds  for  the  benedt  of  primary  edu- 
cation. They  had  abolished  the  tnaalt- 
Ing  coronation  oath,  whereby  the  Mover- 
elgn  »r  these  eountrlea  wee  called  upon 
at  hla  coronation  to  Insult  ell  hla 
Catkobe  aubjeete  Tkey  had  -aboltahed 
the  eetoof  the  Mouse  of  Lerda,  and. 
Anally,  they  and  peer  ad  the  Home  Rale 
Act  npen  the  statute  book. 


Mr.  Redpeend  thinks  that  thene  gain* 
carry  nltk  them  reeswaatbtUtr  A* 
Ireland,  for  which  so  much  had  been 
dene.^eught  generously  to  acknowledge 


the  measure  of  justice  and  conal dera- 
tion u*t  hen  been  extended  to  her. 
Hhe  ought  to  recognise  that  eke  has  a 
great  part  to  play  In  a  wider  field 
than  that  which  haa  occupied  her  at- 
tention almoet  for  a  generation,  and  It 
Is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  feel  that  her 
people  are  doing  this.  Mr.  Redmond 
said: 

There  never  waa  a  time.  I  believe.  n« 
our  whole  history,  when  dlaaenalena 
and  quarrels  amongst  ouraelvea  were  so 
absolutely  criminal  aa  at  the  preeeai 
moment.  So  far  Ireland  haa  magni- 
ficently risen  to  the  necessities  of  the 
crista  She  realizes  with  a  perfectly 
clear  vision  that  her  whole  future 
liberty  and  prosperity  depend  upon  her 
courage  and  her  loyalty  to  her  pledged 
word  today,  hhe  realise*  with  a  per- 
fectly clear  vision  that  *he  cannot  come 
Into  the  full  enjoyment  of  her  national 
Inheritance  at  a  moment  when  the  whole 
civilised  world  I*  engaged  In  a  struggle 
with  despotism  and  barbarism,  and  her 
courage,  her  spirit  of  sacrifice,  her 
self-restraint,  her  patience,  her  Unity, 
and  her  fidelity  to  her  own  honorable 
oMIgatlona  will  be  the  certain  measure. 
When  the  war  la  over,  of  her  national 
proapeiity  and  freedom.  A  victorious 
ending  ot  this  war  I*,  then,  the  first 
necessity  to  Ireland.  T  say  to  you, 
"Let  ua  help  to  bring  that  about,  not 
alone  by  our  courage  upon  the  battle- 
field, but  by  scrupulously  maintaining 
the  political  truce,  and  by  promoting 
and  Inculcating  wisdom,  toleration,  and 
unity  amongst  all  classes  of  our  people 
at  home." 

These  are  strong  and  momentous 
words  from  the  leader  of  a  political 
party  upon  which  the  Kaiser  relied  for 
co-operation  when  he  entered  upon  a 
war  in  which  he  knew  the  United 
Kingdom  would  engage.  What  a  great 
thing  It  will  be  If  one  of  the  results 
of>  the  conflict  shall  be  that  England 
and  Ireland  shall  be  united  In  bonds 
of  mutual  affection.  It  may  be  a  sign 
of  the  times  that  the  most  popular 
song  of  the  day  in  London  Is  that 
which  recite*  the  deeds  of  Corporal 
O'Leary,  V.C.,  of  which  the  organist  of 
lit.    Paul'*    has    composed    the   air. 


"MAW  TMOOH" 


It  ia  The  Toronto  News  which  say* 
the  war  has  demonstrated  that  "raw 
troopa  are  almost  useless."  What 
conatltutes  "raw  troopa"?  The  Prin- 
ce** Patricias,  which  gained  hon- 
or for  Toronto,  were  largely  "raw" 
In  the  sense  that  very  many  of  them 
had  never  aeen  a  gun  fired  In  anger. 
But  they  proved  themselvea  to  be  quite 
otherwise  than  useless.  The  Canadians 
Who  "saved  the  situation"  at  -  Lange- 
marok.  when  the  destroying  gas  was 
sweeping  death  into  the  lines  of  the 
Alile*,-  were  decidedly  "raw."  They 
were  so  "raw"  that  they  attempted  and 
achieved  the  Impossible.  We  have  been 
nending  "raw"  troopM  to  the  seat  of 
war  by  the  shipload,  and  tin-  British 
commanders  cannot  get  enough  or 
them,  "uselese"  aa  Th«  Ncwa  may  think 
they  are. 

We  think  thai  If  the  war  has  dem- 
onstrated anything  at  all  on  this  head 
It  la  that  men  taken  from  their  work- 
shop* or  their  oWee*.  a*  soon  as  they 
have  mastered  a  rew  of  the  elementary 
Mile*  of  military  conduct,  make  the 
finest  fighting  men  In  the  world.  If 
Great  Britain  come*  out  of  the  war 
victorious  she  will  owe  It  to  her  citi- 
zen soldier?',  fitted  in  a  few  short 
month*  to  cope  with  the  trained  le- 
gions  of  Germany.

Not  many  weeks  ago  the  Governor  of 
Maryland  epent  a  day  In  thi*  city.

In  the 
daya  when  Bobble  Burns  sighed  for 
some  power  that  would  enable  ua  to  see 
ouraelvea  aa  others  ace  us,  there  may 
have  been  some  exeuae  for  women  to 
exhibit  themselves  in  grotesque  cos- 
tumes, but  In  theae  modern  tlmea  when 
any  ahop  contains  mirrors  In  which  one 
can  aee  one's  self  from  any  angle,  a 
women  cannot  plead  that  ahe  does  not 
know  what  ahe  looks  like. 

But  what*  the  uae  of  talking?  A*  it 
waa  In  the  beginning.  It  is  new  and 
probably  ever  will  be.  Women  will  wear 
what  they  want  to  notwithstanding  the 
protests  of  all  the  counteeees  In  the 
three  kingdom*.  There  is,  however,  one 
thing  that  puzzle*  the  average  man.  and 
that  Is  why  a  woman  who  ia  "fat  and 
forty"  can  imagine  ahe  looks  well  In  a 
coatume  suitable  for  a  slim  girl  of 
twenty.  And  yet  even  they  serve  a  good 
purpose  in  the  scheme  of  thlnga  for 
they  contribute  to  the  gaiety  of  nations.

Chopin,  the  world-beloved  musician, 
left  his  native  Poland  because  he 
could  not  make  a  living  there,  and  he 
waa  kept  in  exile  by  the  force  of  ctr- 
cumstancea  until  hi*  death  in  Paris. 
Hla  body  was  buried  In  Pere  la  Chaise, 
but  It  waa  sprinkled  with  polish  earth. 
Ml*,  heart  was  sent  back  to  his  own 
country,  and  was  placed  In  the  Church 
ot  the  Holy  Cross  at  Warsaw.  When 
the  Russians  evacuated  the  Polish  cap- 
ital recently,  one  of  the  first  treasures 
to  be  removed  was  this  precious  relic 
of   the  adored  composer. 
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Certain  American  paper*  are  advising 
Great  Britain  to  take  example,  from 
France,  which,  to  quote  one  of  them,

what  extent  the  people  of  France  may

except  to  fight  or  be  trodden  Into  the 
du*t.  Hhe  acted  upon  Nature's  first 
law,  and  had  no  time  to  deliberate  and 
pray  for  guidance.  On  the  other  hand, 
Great  Britain  entered  Into  the  war  af- 
ter deliberation,  and  in  obedience  to 
the  call  of  duty.  In  asking  -the  bless- 
ing of  God  upon  her  arms  the  King 
was  only  speakng  for  a  nation  that 
was  about  to  make  an  incalculable  sac- 
rifice for  a  weak  friend,  whom  ahe 
had   pledged   heraelf  to  protect. 


There  I*  absolutely  no  foundation  for 
the  statement  that  the  Conservative 
party  proposes  to  extend  the  life  of  the 
present.  Parliament  to  a  period  of  two 
or  more  years  after  the  war.  The  only 
color  for  such  a  statement  waa  a  re- 
mark by  the  Toronto  News.  A  Liberal 
paper  suggested  that  the  life  of  Parlia- 
ment should  be  extended  until  the  close 
of  the  war,  and  that  In  the  meantime 
the  right  of  .dissolution  should  he  sus- 
pended. To  this  the  Newa  replied  that, 
If  there  was  to  be  such  a  suspension, 
the  life  of  Parliament  ought  to  be  ex- 
tended for  two  year*  after  the  war.  Sir 
Robert  Borden,  who  alone  has  the  right 
to  declare  what  the  policy  of  the  Gov- 
ernment Is,  ha*  expressed  no  opinion  at 
all  upon  the  expediency  of  extending 
the  life  of  Parliament  Such  a  step 
would  not  In  any  event  be  taken  with- 
out the'  assent  of  the  Liberals  In  Par- 
liament.

actually  Infinite.  The  question  Is  uut 
settled  by  aaylng  that  "In  the  concrete 
you  can  neither  take  from  nor  add  to 
the  Infinite,  because  all  concrete  matter 
Ilea  within  the  Infinite."  All  concrete 
matter  lies  within  the  material  universe, 
and  the  point  to  be  decided  la  whether 
the  material  universe  la  infinite  *>r 
finite. 

I  have  already  'shown  that  you  run, 
up  against  a  contradiction  when  you 
affirm  that  the  material  universe  |« 
actually  Infinite.  The  universe  |*  re- 
solvable Into  ultimate  constituent  parte, 
primary  element*,  atoms,  unit*  of  force, 
monad* — for  the  purpose  of  my  argu- 
ment It  daee  not  matter  how  you  con- 
ceive of  them,— and.  taken  singly,  they 
are  Anite.

7th  Battalion,  has 
been  killed  In  action,  according  to  of- 
ficial word  received  yesterday  by  hla 
father.  Mr.  William  H.  Cox.  of  117  Jo- 
seph Street  The  news  of  the  young 
soldier's  death  was  very  unexpected,  as 
only  a  few  days  ago  the  following 
communication  was  received  here  from 
a  member  of  Ptc.  Cox's  unit- 

"I  saw  Arthur  Cox  three  days  ago 
for  the  first  time  since  we  arrived  in 
Prance.  He  Is  quite  well  and  happy, 
the  occupation  he  likea  beat  being 
'listening  post.'  when  his  duty  Is  to 
crawl  out  nearly  to  the  enemy  trenches, 
listen  to  what  Is  going  op,  and  return 
to   our   lines   to   report" 

Pte.  Cox  was  n  native  of  Victoria, 
having  been  born  here  nineteen  years 
ago.  He  received  his  education  at  the 
Central  School,  and  worked  for  some 
time  at  Clay's  confectionery.  He  Is 
survived  by  his  parents,  five  brothers 
and  two  sisters.  He  volunteered  for 
active  service  last  September  with  (he 
S8th  Victoria  Fusiliers,  and  left  with 
the  30th  Battalion,  being  subsequently 
transferred   to   the  7th   Battalion. 

Pte.  Maurice  C.  llutherford.  of  the 
7th  Battalion,  has  also  been  killed  In 
action,  according  to  yesterday's  casu- 
alty lists.  He  was  twenty-eight  years 
of  age  and  born  in  Kngland.  He  came 
to  Victoria  from  Kamloops  four  years 
ago,  and  for  a  time'  studied  law  under 
Mr.  C.  B.  S.  Pheian.  Shortly  before  he 
enlisted  with  the  *8th  Regiment  for 
active  service  last  September,  he  was 
articled  to  Mr.  Alan  Dumbleton.

Pte.  Percy  Cnckeram,  7th  Battalion, 
has  been  wounded  at  the  front,  a  ca- 
ble message  to  this  effect  having  been 
received  on  Sunday  by  Mrs.  Cockeram, 
who  resides  at  2839  Longbrnnch  Av- 
enue. Pte.  Oockeram  was  a  member 
of  the  machine  gun  section  of  the  7th 
Battalion,  and  he  left  Victoria  with 
the  30tb  Battalion  last  February,  hav- 
ing previoualy  served  with  the  88th 
Regiment.  He  has  been  nt  th*  front 
since  June  1  The  cable  states  that  his 
injuries  consist  of  severe  fractures  of 
the  fingers  of  the  left  hand,  and  that 
he' is  now  at  Cambridge  military  hos- 
pital. The  wounded  soldier  Is  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  and  unmarried.

The  first  local  application  f<>r  natur- 
alisation under  the  new  Canadian  rte*-is- 
tratioti  Act  came  before  Judge  ljsmpma'i. 
In  the  opening-  session  of  the  County 
Court  September  term  yesterday  after- 
noon, the  -applicant  being  Mr.  Jonu 
t'ronliuud.  of  ('olquitr.,  who  hss  been  a 
resident  of  the  district  for  the  pas' 
thirteen  years.  Ilia  petition  was  grantcl 
and  after  Its  approval  by  the  Ottawa 
authorities  a  certificate  will  he  Issued 
In  Victoria  which  will  entitle  hlsx  to 
stl  the  privileges  of  British  citixenshlp 
throughout  the  Empire  and  the  world. 
Th*  occasion  was  noteworthy  because 
never  before  in  this  city  haa  naturaliza- 
tion been  dealt  with  In  this  form.  Mr. 
I'ornbiind  expressed  himself  fts  de- 
lighted, pointing  out. that  his  expenses 
to  date  hsd  been  only  fft,  whereas  ho 
had  been  given  to  understand  that  It 
would  entail  an  outlay  of  between  |ft 
and    110. 

To  obtain  naturalization  under  the  re- 
cent legislation  Is  not  ss  simple  aa  by 
tha  terms  of  tha  isw  which  haa  ax- 
lated  for  so  many  yeara.  The  Investi- 
gation Into  'I  man's  antecedents  la  ex- 
tremely thorough.  Not  only  must  his 
present  nationality  bo  given  but  he  must 
state  when  and'  how  he  earn*  to  thts 
country,  beeldes  giving  such  particulars 
aa  to  his  personal  appearance,  color  of 
hair,  eyes,  height,  etc.,  as  would  render 
hla  Identification  ooasbte.  forms  are 
provided  at  the  local  registration  offic** 
providing  for  all  this  snd.  after  the 
petition  Issued  here  has  gen*  throtiah 
the  bands  of  the  Ottawa  official,  where 
the  Immigration  department  rhach  uo 
statements  made  as  to  the  vessel  which 
brought  him  from  his  home  land,  etc..

Bride    aa    Stowaway— Apropos    of    the 
press  dispatch  from  San  Kranclsco  tell- 
ing  of    the  arrival    at     that    port  of   a 
steamship    from    Honolulu    with    an    old 
lady  stowaway  on  board,  Mr.  H.  E.  Levy 
called  at  The  Colonist  office  last  evening 
to  relate  a  remlrdscence.     In  May,  1849, 
he    waa  a   passenger   on    the   steamship 
Victoria,  Capt.  Cofhn,  on  «  voyage  from 
Sydney,     N.S.W.,      to       San      Francisco. 
Among  the  passengers  was  a  young  man 
who  had  only  recently  been  married.  He 
was    In     streltened    circumstances,    and 
therefore  unable  to  secure  the  money  for 
his  wife's  passage,  and  decided  to. leave 
her  behind.    Unknown  to  him,  the  newly- 
wedded   wire   stowed  away   prior  to   the 
ship  leaving  Sydney  for  the  long  voyage 
across  the  Pacific.     At  this  time  the  au- 
thorities In   the   Antipodean   ports,  as  a 
result   of   the   penal    settlements   In   the 
southern  colonies,  were  very  much  alert 
on  the  lookout  for  convicts  trying  to  es- 
cape.    Officers  came  aboard  the  ship  just 
prior  to  the  lines  being  cost  off.  snd,  as 
was  their  custom,   made  a   rigid   search 
of  the  ship.     In  order  to  ascertain   that 
there  were  no  deserters  hiding  under  the 
bertha  in  the  staterooms,  they  took  their 
cutlasses  and  made  several  swshes  back- 
wards and  forwards  beneath  the  berths. 
The  ship  duly  put  to  sea,  and  when  well 
on  her  voyage,  the  bride  who  had  etowed 
away  came  on  deck,  and  It  was  then  seen 
that  she  bad  been   badly   cut  about   the 
shoulders  by  the  cutlasses  In  the  hands 
of  the  searchers  for  deserters.    The  pas- 
sengers  made   up   a     purse   for  the   re- 
united   couple,  and   they  continued   their 
voyage    undisturbed.     Mr.   Levy    regrets 
tb*t   h*  cannot    remember    the   name   of 
the  heroin*  who  had,  out  of  love  for  her 
husband,  suffered  keenly  without  utter-

ThS 
motor  In  which  the  party  left  Victoria 
on  Sunday  morning  waa  aupplled  by  Mr. 
Thomas    Pll.iiley. 

The  party  went  straight  through  to 
Albernl  on  Sunday  and  bach  to  wuaii- 
cum  where  they  stayed  over-night.  On 
Monday  morning  they  aet  out  >jr 
Campbell  Hirer  and  returned  the  aame 
day  as  far  aa  Duncan  where  a  atop 
waa  made  for  the  night.  Yesterday 
they  visited  Cowlchan  Lake  and  other 
apots,  returning  to  Victoria  in  the  after- 
noon.

PROBLEMS  OF  B.  C. 


Second  Annual  Conference  of 
Island  Women's  Institutes 
Is  Productive  of  Important 
Results. 


The  second  annual  conference  of  the 
Women's  Institutes  of  Vancouver  Isl- 
and began  yesterday  at  the  exhibition 
hall  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
mder  most  favorable  <  Ircunuuni  es.  and 
before  the  days  work  waa  completed  a 
large  volume  or  business  had  been  con- 
sidered  by  the  delegates  present. 

Mian  Alice  Ravenhill.  a  member  of 
the  advisory  board  of  the  Provincial 
Women's  Institutes,  took  the  chair,  and 
amen*  the  delegates  present  during  the 
afternoon  session  were:  Mrs.  Clements 
and  Mrs.  Hall.  «f  Celwuod;  Mrs.  nay- 
ward  and  Mrs.  Whldden.  of  Cowlchan: 
Mrs.  Athena,  of  Gordon  Head;  Mra 
newer  and  Mrs  Welch,  of  Langford: 
Mrs.  Stuart,  of  Sooke-and  Otter;  Mrs.  J. 
H.  smart  and  Mra.  H.  H-  IfieM.  of  Mai* 
choein,  Mra.  Pulterton.  of  south  dean- 
Ich;  Mra.  Dingwall,  of  Comox;  Mra.  V. 
8.  McLaehlan,  Mrs.  H.  C.  Huntingdon, 
Mra.  H.  C.  Young  and  Mra.  M.  Hutchin- 
son, of  Garden  City;  Mrs.  Denny  and 
Mra  Palmer,  of  Lake  Mill:  Mrs.  Currie 
and  Mrs.  Dlcr.  of  Oyster  District;  Mrs,.

During  the  course  of  yesterdays 
meeting,  the  members  were  addressed 
•by  Hon.  W.  J,  Bowser,  acting  Minister 
of  Agriculture  and  Attorney-General;  by 
Mr.  W.  K.  gcott.  Deputy  Minister  of 
Agriculture:  by  Mrs.  J.  C.  Kemp,  pre- 
sident of  the  H.  C.  Consumers'  League, 
Vancouver,  and  others. 

fn  making  the  presidential  address, 
Miss  Alice  Ravenhill  eloquently  brought 
before  the  assembly  what  the  purposes 
of  the  Women'a  Institutes  were. 
aooaewde  Mission  ■ 
..  "A  settlement."  she  said,  "wltk  re- 
gard to  the  household  and  economic 
Questions  which  confront  British  Colum- 
bia at  the  present  time  must  be  reached 
as  soon  aa  poaaible.  and  the  only  method 
of  gaining  thla  la 'by  the  united  effort* 
of  every   woman  In  the  Province. 

"While  we  are  meeting  this  year  un- 
der very  different  circumstances  from 
those  of  last*  year  before  war  was  de- 
clared. We  should  esteem  It  a  privilege 
to  live  In  these  strenuous  limes,  when 
opportunities  are  offered  us  to  show  the 
moral  qualities  which  we  possess  and 
which  show  the  real  strength  of  a 
country. 

"Glorious  as  are  the  duties  of  the 
soldiers  who  are  upholding  the  Em- 
pire's traditions  on  the  field  of  battle, 
equally  glorious  are  the  duties  of  those 
who  remain  at  home.  To  those  left  be- 
nlnd  has  been  entrusted  the  steward- 
ship of  our  Umpire  and  It  la  essential 
that  We  may  be  able  to  give  o  good 
account  of  our  performance." 

In  speaking  of  the  functions  of  tbe 
Institutes  brought  on  by  the  war,  MUt 
ruvenblll  said  that  a  great  amount  of 
work  had  been  done  for  th«  benefit  of 
the  Red  Cross  and  patriotic  funds,  al- 
though no  tabulated  record  of  their 
achievements  wss  available  aa  they  had 
been  accomplished  Jointly  with  other 
organisations. 

"It  la  not  only  necessary  to  help  our 
'  patriotic  funds,"  said  Mlaa  Its venhll. 
"It  is  incumbent  upon  the  women  of 
B  c.  to  fear  a  generation  of  children 
of  the  highest  .possible  standard  <: 
human  efficiency  in  order  to  supply  Hie 
deficiency  caused  by  the  loss  of  ao 
many  of  our  finest  men  In  war.  Not 
alone  in  the  homes  can  we  do  good 
The  mothers  must  be  linked  together 
to  help  In  the  school  work,  as  united 
support  of  the  rural  school  la  a  hlghiy 
Important  factor."  . 

In  closing  Miss  Ravenhill  mado  sev- 
eral announcements  relative  to  Institute 
work. 

Increase  in  Membership 

Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser,  In  the  course  of 
his  address,   said: 

"I  am  fully  aware  of  the  great  work 
that  Is  being  Tone  by  the  Women's 
Institutes  throughout  this  Province, 
and  I  appreciate  to  the  fullest  extent 
the  assistance  that  they  nave  rendered 
to  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
Prom  your  valuable  reports,  It  la  very 
gratifying  to  note  how  remarkable  your 
progress  has  been.  Since  organised  In 
1910.  the  membership  has  grown  from 
543  to  2.S82  and  the  number  or  branches 
has  Increased  from  17  to  61.  These  twa 
facts  are.  In  themselves,  sdequate  proof 
that  the  institute  movement  Is  per- 
manent. 

"The  difficulties  which  wait  upon  ,ho 
women  resident  In  the  rural  districts  af 
the  Province  are  realised.  So  tar  apart 
are  tbe  fertile  and  well-populated  dis- 
tricts that  It  is  Important  that  there 
should  be  some  organisation  from  which 
the  women  may  reoetve  encouragement. 
Thl*  want  has  been  filled  by  tna 
Women's  Institute  In  a  verv  commend- 
able manner,  and  a  great  deal  of  the 
household  disadvantages  which  formerly 
had  to  be  endured  have  been  abolished 
by  the  co-operation  and  mutual  sym- 
pathy brought  about  among  the  Women 
through    the   medium   of   the   Institute." 

Mr.  Bowser  quoted  some  figures  dem- 
onstrating the  splendid  aid  that  had 
been  rendered  by  the  Women's  Institute 
In  the  matter  of  subscribing  to  the  pat- 
riotic funds  and  making  comforts  for 
wounded   troops. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Scott,  superintendent  of 
Institutes,  greeted  the  delegates,  and 
spoke  at  some  length  of  the  encourag- 
ing progress  that  the  institute  move- 
ment had  made  sine*  lis  Inception  fire 
years  ago.  It  wan  one  of  the  agrtcttl- 
uraj  department's  auxiliary  organta. 
ntlone  Of  which  he  was  Justly  proud. 
He  paid  tribute-  to  the  useful  work 
done  by  Miss  Ravenhill.  of  ghawnigan 
U»ke,  and  by  the  entire  advisory  board. 
Uhlch  represented  the  Institute*  of  the 
entire  Province  at  periodical  meetings 
with  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

"While  war  has  sorely  tried  our  na- 
tional life."  said  Mr.  acott.  -  the  work 
done  by  tke  women  la.  Indeed,  a  noble 
one.  The  way  in  which  you  have  miti- 
gated the  sufferings  of  the  wounded 
la  worthy  of  the  heartiest  rnmnmada 
tton.  and  the  all-round  assistance  given 
to  .the  Government  baa  been  Invala- 
abaa"

The  interruption  of  the.  Pacific  cable 
service  between  Ballna  Crux  and  Costa 
Rican  points  reported  yesterday  definite- 
ly located  the  area  of  disturbance.  Later 
dispatches  give  details  of  devastation 
from  earthquake  shocks  at  various 
point*  In  Guatemala  and  San  Salvador. 
The  distance  of  Victoria  from  the  city 
of  San  Salvador,  which  appear*  to  be 
near  the  centre  of  the  disturbance,  along 
a  direct  line  on  the  earth'*  surface,  is 
approximately  S.10S  mile*,  a  distance 
remarkably  close  to  the  original  esti- 
mate mad*  at  th*  local  observatory. 

One  of  the  practical  uses  of  such  ob- 
servations 1*  th*  possibility  of  locating 
break*  In  submarine  cable*  due  to 
earthquake  disturbances.  This  is  par- 
ticularly true  in  the  eaee  of  the  long 
cable*  on  the  floor  of  the  Pacifle,  and 
illustrate*  another  of  the  popular  ad- 
vantage* to  be  derived  from  elation*  of 
the  character'  Of  the  local  meteorological 
station.

MI  INVESTIGATE 
DISMISSALS  OF  MEN 


City  Council  Not  Satisfied  Be- 
cause Employees  With  Fam- 
ilies Have  Been  Discharged 
From  Civic  Services, 


Evidently  when  the  widespread  dis- 
missals recently  effected  In  tho  gar- 
bage  collection  and  other  outside  civic 
departments  were  ordered,  someone 
blundered.  At  least  members  of  the 
City  Council,  wnen  reference  was  mad* 
to  the  aubjeot  at  last  night's  session 
of  the  board,  appeared  to  considar  that 
there  had  been  some  mistake,  and  to 
indicate  that  they  believed  the  dismis- 
sals had,  In  a  number  of  Instances, 
been  uncalled  for.  A  special  commit- 
tee composed  of  the  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men Porter,  Hell,  Oil  worth,  Fuller  ton 
and  okHi  was  appointed  to  deal  With 
each  Individual  case     of  dismissal. 

This  action  was  taken  following  the 
reading  of  a  complaint   by  one  of  the 
employees  Just  dismissed,  pointing  out 
that  men  with  large  families,  some  of 
ths  members  of  which  were  now  serv- 
ing with   the  colors,  hud   been  dismiss- 
ed, and  their  places  taken     by     others 
who  secured   the   work   because   of  the 
fact    that    they    were    property    owners. 
It  was  declared  that  some  single  men 
had   been  given  work,  their  sole  claim 
being  that  as  they  were  property  own- 
ers and  owed  the  city  taxes  they  should 
»>e  given  an  opportunity  of  earning  the 
money  wherewith  to  meat  their  obliga- 
tions on  account  of  their  property.   The 
men   dismissed,  many     of     them     em. 
ployeen  of  the  city  for  years,  received 
but  scant  consideration,  being  dismiss- 
ed on  half  a  day's  notice. 

Alderman  ..McNeill  declared  he  had 
not  heard  of  these  cases  until  Saturday 
last,  sad  he  felt  that  perhaps  proper 
earn  had  not  been  used  when  the  dis- 
missals were  effected.  The  Council  last 
Spring  had  gone  on  record  as  to  the 
system  on  which  men  wore  to  be  en- 
gaged. Married  men  and  property  own- 
ers were  to  receive  first  chance,  and 
then  came  married  man  or  single  men 
owning  property.  But  aa  between 
these  two  latter  olaases  apparently  no 
definite  rule  as  to  engagement  was  set 
out.  He  suggested  that  each  ease 
should  be  Judged  upon  its  merit*,  and 
he  advocated  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  for  that  purpose.

Reference  was  mads  by  Alderman 
McNeill  to  a  previous  council  commit* 
tee  which  had  Bean  appointed  to  deal 
with  the  seduction  of  the  Inside  and 
outside  staff.  That  committee  had  for- 
warded a  communication  to  the  proper 
luarters  making  recommendations,  but 
ipparently  the  scope  of  such  recommen- 
dations  had   been  far   exceeded. 

""Alderman  McNeill  did  not.  in  council 
session,  explain  Just  what  that  com- 
mittee's recommendations  had  been,  but 
It  was  learned  after  the  meeting  that 
It  had  recommended  to  the  engineer 
that  all  single  men  In  the  Inside  ser- 
vice should  be  dismissed,  and  married 
men  put  In  their  places  where  neces- 
sary and.  aa  regards  the  whole  ser- 
vice, outside  or  In.  that  all  those  em- 
ployees residing  outside  tho  city  limits 
bo  dispensed  with.  No  doubt  many  of 
those  who  have  boon  dlamlased  will  not 
•a  replaced  aa  the  aim  of  the  Council 
has  been  to  reduce  the  otaff  to  the 
lowest  possible  point,  having  regard  to 
efficiency.  The  men  who  have  been 
dismissed  point  out  that  in  suCh  ease 
•Purheae  they  have  not  any  right  to 
object,  but  they  do  feel  that  a  great 
injustice  Is  done  when  a  married  man 
with  a  family  to  dismissed  and  hie 
Pisco  taken  by  a  single  man.  even  If 
tho  Utter  should   he  a   large 


ths  city  has  the  necessary  legal 
authority  there  will  he  no  sale  for  ar- 
rears of  taxes  of  any  land  owned  6y  a 
taxpayer  on  active  service.  This  policy 
was  stated  by  Alderman  McNeill,  chair- 
man of  the  finance  committee,  at  last 
night's  meeting  of  the  Council,  when  a 
communication  from  the  father  of  two 
young  men,  property  owners  and  now  on 
active  service,  was  read.  The  request 
wa«  made  that  the  lands  of  the  two 
soldiers  be  not  sold  for  arrears  of 
taxes.  Ths  alderman  stated  that  the 
matter  had  been  considered  by  the 
finance  committee,  and  any  owner  on 
active  service  by  having  presented  to  the 
city  treasurer  a  certificate  showing  he  la 
so  engaged,  will  he  exempt  from  the 
usual  legal  penalties  by  reason  of  his 
inability  to  pay  hla  arrears. 

This  policy  was,  It  appears,  adopted 
by  the  finance  committee  prior  to  tho 
decision  of  the  council  to  sell  only  such 
lands  as  were  In  arrears  for  ISIS  and 
previous  years.  It  was  at  first  Intended 
to  sell  for  1*11  -arrears,  in  which  case 
a  considerable  number  of  owners  on 
active  service  would  have  been  affected. 
The  fact,  therefore,  that  the  curtail- 
ment In  arrears  for  which  the  lands  may 
he  sold  was  decided  upon  does  not  de- 
tract from  the  attitude  adopted  ay  the 
finance  committer. 

Tho  question  of  the,  legality  of  the 
move  was  raised  by  Alderman  Bell.  who. 
while  heartily  favoring  It,  pointed  to 
the  fact  that  a  similar  policy  had  been 
adopted  by  the  Point  Gray  municipality 
with  the  result  that  a  lawsuit  Is  pend- 
ing to  tost  that  municipality's  right  to 
take  such  a  atop. 

Alderman  MeNeill  believed  that  if  the 
City  had  not  the     legal     power     there 
would    be    no    difficulty    In   having    the 
Legislature  at  its   next   session 
any  such  action.

benefit  of  others.     In  Great  Britain  there 
is  an  army  of  ladies  who  devote  their 
time,  their  means  and  themselves  to  the 
uplifting  snd  advanoeJaent  of  their  sister . 
women. 

They  ore  to  be  met  with  in  the  slums 
of  the  great  cities.  In  the  villages  and 
country  places,  they  are  fighting  poverty 
and  Ignorance.  They  are  leaders  In  the 
education  of  the  children  and  they  are 
among  the  wisest  and  most  energetic  of 
the  poor  law  guardians. 

Working  women  look  up  to  them'  as 
their  leaders  and  defenders. 

In  the  United  States  the  g.noo.ooo 
wage-esrning  women  sre  now  occupying 
the  attention  of  the  great  body  known 
as  the  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs. 
The  leaders  among  thinking  women  be- 
lieve that  wherever  women  and  girls  are 
at  work  their  Interest  should  be  safe- 
guarded by  inspectors  ot  their  own  sex. 
That  this  service  could  and  should  be 
rendered  by  Women  of  the  leisure  class 
Is  contended  by  the  club  women. 

This  surely  is  a  counsel,  of  perfection. 
The  duties  of  an  Inspector  are  difficult, 
and  often  unpleasant.  They  need  insight 
and  sympathy.  Could  these  be  given  by 
those  who  have  hot  known  what  it  is  to 
work  for  their  own  living?  In  the  old 
land  It  has  been  round  that  such  women 
as  Mrs.  Crelghton.  Lady  St.  llcllcr  and 
Mrs.  Kawcett,  to  mention  a  very  few. 
have  by  study  and  experience  made 
themselves  familiar  with  conditions  of 
which  they  would  otherwise  have  no 
knowledge  and  have  been  able  to  bring 
about  great   reforms. 

In  our  own,  new,  country,  there  Is  no 
large  body  of  women  of  the  leisure  clsss. 
But  It  does  not  follow  that  among  work- 
ing-women there  Is  no  need  for  Inspec- 
tion. Km  ploy  its  are  far  too  prone  to 
neglect  the  comfort  of  those  who  work 
for  them.  Only  women  can  understand 
fully  the  needs  of  those  of  their  own  sex 
who  work  In  stores  and  factories  and 
other  places  of  business.  It  Is  easy  for 
abuses  to  grow  up  In  new  communities 
which  it  will  take  long  to  uproot.

The  name  of  the  old  Spanish  explorer 
Was  aiven  .to  the  second  chapter  of  the 
Daughter*  of  the  Kmpire  to  be  founded 
on  Vancouver  Island.  Although  u  was 
formed  with  the  purpose  of.  keeping  the 
societies  small  enough  t <>  allow  the 
members  being  In  close  touch  with  each 
other,  there  were  soon  fifty  members 
enrolled  and  since  the  war  broke  out  the 
number  has  increased  to  120. 

Tet  no  one  thinks  ths  Chapter  is  too 
large.  .  Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Curtis  Sampson,  who  was  elected  regent 
by  acclamation  at  the  meeting  for  or- 
ganisation on  the  23rd  of  Marchi  1613. 
the  Chapter  has  done  excellent  work. 
Many  of  the  earlier  meetings  were  held 
at  the  homes  of  the  regent  and  vice- 
regents  and  this,  doubtless,  helped  to 
unite  the  members.  It  Is  edsy  t.»  be- 
lieve that  the  hesuly  of  the  natursl 
scenery  of  Oak  Bay  and  the  loveliness 
of  the  grounds  snd  gardens  helped  to 
make  fingers  fly  faster  and  to  nil  the 
hearts  of  the  workers  with  kindly 
thoughts. 

The  Oonsales  Chapter  made  the  en- 
dowment Of  a  cot  in  the  new  hospital, 
which  In  those  days  Victorians  believed 
would  be  built  almost  immediately,  their 
flrst  charge.  The  occupants  of  the  cot 
were  to  be  the  children  of  soldiers  and 
sailor*  By  various  entertainments  |«00 
was  raised'  and  It  was  ready  for  the 
New  Hospital  when  the  outbreak  of  the 
war  delayed  Its  erection  Indefinitely. 

When  the  call  fpr  patriotic  work  came 
this  chapter  more  than  doubled  Its  mem- 
bership. It  was  found  sdvisaMe  to  pro. 
cure  a  central  place  of  meeting  and  the 
Red  Cross  rooms  were  opened  on  Oak 
Bay  Avenue.  Besides  this  the  Oonsales 
Chapter  takes  Its  part  In  the  work  at 
the  Temple  Buildings. 

In  response  to  a  letter  from  Mrs. 
David  Rogers  in  London,  a  fete  was  held 
In  aid  of  Belgian  children  by  the  chap- 
ter snd  money  and  clothing  were  sent 
t*  be  distributed  by  her.  At  the  Alex- 
andra Club  last  Christmas  the  children 
of  the  soldiers. were  made  happy  by  a 
Christmas  Tree  and  a  supper,  as  well  as 
a  delightful  entertainment  for  tho  use 
of  the  Oak  Bay  Troop  of  Boy  Scouts.

Australian  Tourists  Unable  to 
Secure  Transfer  Accommo- 
dation at  Honolulu  Proceed 
to  Destinations  via  Victoria, 


Owing*  to  the  withdrawal-^  of*. r  tha 
Oceanic  steamship  Sierra  from  the  Han 
Pranolaco-Honolulu  service,  and  the  In- 
ability of  the  Matson  Navigation  Com- 
pany  to  handle  the  phenomenal  amount 
of  business  now  offering,  the  Hawaiian 
resort  is  losing  a  large  percentage  of 
Australian  tourists,  and  incidentally 
britten  Columbia  ia  getting  much  of  the 
through  travel  that  hitherto  wag.  divert- 
ed at  Honolulu  to  San  Kraneisco. 

As  an  instance  of '  thla  condition  of 
affairs,  whan  the  Canadian-Australasian 
liner  Makura  arrived  here  towards  the 
latter  part  of  August,  she  carried  a 
large  number  of  tourists  from  Australia 
who  wanted  to  go  to  San  Franc isco,  but 
could  not  get  Accommodations  on  any  of 
tha  Matson  boata  from  Honolulu  sooner 
than  a  month  or  six  weeks.  This  made 
it  necessary  for  them  to  come  on  to 
Victoria,  and  make  a  tour  to  San  Fran- 
cisco by  coastal  steamer,  the  majority 
of  the  through  tourists  taking  passage 
to  the  Golden  Qate  by  the  steamer  City 
Of  Pnebla. 

Have  Working  Arrangement 

An  arrangement  between  the  Cana- 
dian-Australasian Line  and  the  Matson 
Navigation  Company  waa  made  some 
time  ago,  before  the  present  passenger 
congestion,  by  which  passenger*  on 
through  tickets -from  Australia  could 
•top  off  at  Honolulu  and  have  their 
ticket*  honored  on  Matson  boats  to  Son 
Francisco.

N,  Y,  K.  Liner  Sado  Maru 
Leaves  Port  With  Consign- 
ment of  B.  C.  Silver  Valued 
at  $50,000, 


Another  valuable  shipment  of  Brltleh 
Columbia  silver  w*s  dispatched  from 
Victoria  last  night  for  the  Orient. 
When  the  Nippon  Tusen  Koisha  liner 
Bag*  Msru  got  *w*y  from  the  Outer 
Decks  about  7:10  o'clock  she  carried 
In  her  strong  room  silver  Ingots  vat  nod 
at  910,000,  shipped  from  th*  mines  of 
the  Consolidated  Mining  *nd  Smelting 
Company,  of  Trail,  B.  C  and  consigned 
to  the  Internotlonal  Banking  Corpora- 
tlon,  Shanghai,  China. 

This  m*kes  the  second  big  allver 
shipment  th*t  ha*  boon  dispatched 
from  this  port  to  the  Pwr  Bast  within 
the  past  few  welka.

Sir.— I  have  been  frequently  asked 
during  tho  past  fortnight:  "What  la  the 
meaning ,  of  the  fall  In  value  of  the 
British  golden  sovereign?"  followed  by 
the  remark:  "What  a  complicated  thing 
tbla  exchange  question   la!" 

I  think  the  reply  to  the  above  la:  Tbo 
standard  value  of  gold  la  not  affected, 
nor  the  actual  value  of  tho.  pound  ster- 
ling; this  anyone  can  realise  If  he  triea 
to  buy  the  golden'  sovereign  here.  The 
par  of  exchange  la  that  aum  In  the  cur- 
rency of  one  country  which  in  real  or 
intrinsic  value  la  equal  to  a  given  aum 
In  the  currency  of  another  country. 
What  la  meant  by  the  par  of  exchange 
between  London  and  New  Tork  being 
H.8«  la  that  the  pure  gold  In  a  sovereign 
(fl)  la  equal  to  '  tbe  gold  contained 
In  f  l.8«  of  United  mates  gold  coin. 

The  "complication"  arises  In  the 
means  which  have  to  be  devised  by  Brit- 
ish financiers  and  American  financiers 
to  meet  the  cmomerclal  drafts  drawn  on 
London  In  payment  for  goods  supplied 
by  America. 

Thla  problem  can  only  be  solved  ef- 
fectively by  shipping  gold  from  London 
to  New  York  to  make  those  payments,  or 
by  raialng  British  credits  In  New  Tork 
which  will  help  to  steady  exchange 
rates. 

Europe  haa  so  far  returned  to  the 
United  States,  alnce  the  outbreak  of  the 
war,  between  four  and  Ave  hundred  mil- 
lion dollars'  worth  of  American  secur- 
ities (f^o.ooo.ooo-tso.ooo.ooo),  and  la 
shipping  some  gold.  The  Canadian  bor- 
rowing of  $45,000,000  from  New  Tork 
helped,  but  caused  no  strain  in  the  New 
York  money  market:  and  the  proposal  to 
raise  a  British  loan  in  New  York  will 
absorb  a  good  deal  of  the  New  York 
credit,  based  on  the  gold  still  due  from 
London. 

But  then,  until  money  becomes  more 
difficult  to  employ  profitably  In  New 
York,.  It  is  not  likely  that  the  attraction 
of  credlta  to  London,  by  a  swing  of  the 
balance  of  trade,  will  be  sufficient  to  re- 
store the  exchange  to  normal  for  some 
time  to  come.

There  can,  however,  be  no  doubt  that 
the  value  of  money — not  the  Intrinsic 
1  value  of  the  golden  sovereign — haa  been 
affected  by  daring  speculation  In  uelling 
exchange  by  those  who  have  credit  to 
do  so.  In  order  to  buy  It  back  at  a  profit 
on  Its  fall.  This  la  not  alwaya  an  easy 
operation  owing  to  the  very  touchy  na- 
ture of  all  exchange  fluctuations.

FIGHTING  DESCRIBED 

FROM  GERMAN  SIDE

A  dispatch  from  the  Weatern  German 
front  sayst 

I  have  seen  them  and  talked  to  them, 
the  men  fighting  out  there  in  the  trench- 
es of  Souchex.  Just  now  they  are  rest- 
ing, but  tonight  they  will  be  lighting 
again  like  demons.  The  roads  and 
paths  for  miles  around  are  under  a  fear- 
ful fire.  Almost  every  second  a  shell 
bursts  with  a  deafening  roar. 

What  la  Souche*?  A  small  village 
which  nobody  knew  a  few  months  ago 
and  which  now  will  never  be  forgotten 
again.  The  little  hamlet  Is  marked  for 
all  time,  like  Gravelotte  and  Woerth. 

There  la  nothing  left  of  the  vVlage 
but  a  heap  of  ruins.  The  houses  left 
their  places,  jumped  to  the  street  and 
collapsed.  A  little  creek  runs  through 
the  hamlet  the  brook  of  Carenr-y,  bat 
Its  banks  are  destroyed  and  It  haa  left 
the  bed  through  which  It  peacefully  ran 
for  centuries.  With  a  sad  murmur  tho 
yellow,  dirty  water  flows  Into  the 
craters  formed  by  esploalons  of  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  shells. 

The  trenches  are  a  few  hundred  yards 
from  the  village,  behind  a  curtain  alt 
fire.  There  aro  no  communicating  naa»! 
sages — the  French  artillery  on'  the 
heights  of  Loretto  does  not  permit  them. 
The  trenches  can  only  be  reached  ovw 
the  open  Held,  through  the  unceaalng 
hall  of  French  shells. 

Their  uniforms  were  all  field-grey  at 
one  time,  but  nobody  Is  able  to  distin- 
guish their  color  now.  Only  the  first 
sergeant  looks  as  If  he  just  came  from 
the  tailor  shop.  With  tho  long  nails  of 
his  little  finger  he  traces  the  position  on 
the  map.  Before  the  war  he  was  a  high 
achool    professor. 

"This  Is  our  trench,"  he  ssld,  explain- 
ing the  map  to  me.  "Over  there  on  the 
heights  of  Doretta,  the  artillery  of  the 
enemy  stands.  Yesterday  we  were  un- 
der heayy  fire  from  7  o'clock  in  the 
morning  till  •  o'clock  at  night.  Our 
trench  looked  aa  If  a  giant  steam- 
plow  had  run  through  It.  Of  course  wo 
had  losses,  but  that  cannot  be  avoided. 
A  2a-centimetre  shell  burst  near  me. 
The  trench  waa  destroyed  and  we  were 
buried. 

"About  J  o'clock  In  the  evening  the 
shells  began  to  fly  over  us.  The  enemy 
was  trying  to  drive  back  a  relief  column 
and  to  storm  what  waa  left  of  our 
tr«n:h  Our  lieutenant  a  young  man  of 
If  years,  shouted  a  command  and  la  a 
moment  our  trench  resembled  an  ant- 
heap.  We  dug  ourselves  out.  Most  of 
our  guns  had  become  useless,  hut  we  had 
band-grenadea. 

"The  section  of  the  trench  for  which 
we  fought  had  become  useless  to  us. 
Wo  gave  It  up  and  slowly  retreated. 
keeping  the  eaomy  a:  a  respectful  dis- 
tance by  a  heavy  rifle  Ore. 

"For  a  abort  while  the  enemy  took  poo- 
sesston  of  our  destroyed  ditch,  bat  ho 
could  not  hold  It  We  quickly  das  our- 
selves In  again,  but  tomorrow  the  re- 
paired trench  may  be  In  the  hands  of 
the  enemy  once  mora  Then  we  will 
have  to  retake  It  again,  and  so  It
